For cabbage new land is preferable. Cabbage followed by cabbage on same land is liable to 
produce club root. A clover sod is an excellent fertilizer for thiscrop. Use plenty of manure. Stir 
the soil frequently. For this latitude, 43°, the seed of late cabbage should be sown from the 10th to 
the 20th of May and the plantsset from the 15th of June tothe 4th of July. Different sowings 
should be made. An ounce of seed will produce about 3,000 plants. For the green cabbage worm 
use Pyrethrum, for sale by us, by mail prepaid for 50 cents per pound.
